Rockford, Mch. 5— Incessant bat­ 
tering today by huge cakes of floating 
Ice has torn away many p iles of the 
military bridge over Rock river 
at 
the southern end of Camp Grant. 
A 
section of the bridge over 
the east 
channel was swep t away shortly aft- 
fcr noon today. 
The bridge was declared unsafe for 
travel last night and guards were sta 
tioned at both ends to p revent vehi­ 
cles from crossing. The bridge over 
the east channel of the river today re 
ceived the brunt of the huge cakes of 
Ice. Early this morning a few p iles 
were torn out from under the center 
of the east section and an increasing 
number of the ice cakes floating 
at 
a sp eed estimated at ten to fifteen 
miles an hour, seemed to realize the 
bridge’s W'eakest 
p oint and concen­ 
trate their attack up on the vulner­ 
able sp ot. 
By noon today 
a section of 
the 
bridge over the east channel had sag­ 
ged to the water’s level and later was 
uwop t down stream. 
Fig ht to Sa v e Bridg e. 
Major W. 0. Kasson and Col. Wm. 
Brooks were in charge of soldiers of 
the 311th engineers and a detail from 
the 16 1st dep ot brigade sent to sal 
vage as much of the bridge as p os 
Bible. Cables were 
attached to 
the 
bridge, on both sides of the section 
battered almost to sp linters, and an 
chored to big trees on the island and 
east bank. It was p rop osed to keep 
most 
of the bridge 
from 
floating 
down stream if swep t away. 
A large gorge had formed in the 
west channel, comp letely choking the 
river from the west bank to the is­ 
land. By p ersistent efforts, however, 
the gorge was broken near the island 
bank by noon, but hardly enough to 
relieve the situation in the oast ch an’ 
nel. ft was hop ed to break the gorge 
in the w'est channel and thereby even 
the p ressure up on the two bridges. 
Riv er (lim bs Ra pidly . 
Major Kasson said the river along 
the camp raised a foot from daylight 
until 10 o'clock and in the next 
two 
hours it went up three or four inches 
higher.

THE WET AND DRY ELECTION 
On Ap ril 2, this year, the voters of Dixon town­ 
ship will be wailed up on to vote again on the wet and 
dry issue. The Evening Telegrap h is on record re­ 
garding this question, and we see no reason for 
changing our attitude. The Evening Telegrap h fa­ 
vors “Dry Dixon” now as it has in the p ast. Over a 
year ago the editorial column of this p ap er came out 
strongly in favor of keep ing Dixon dry. It is un­ 
fortunate that the issue has been raised again, but 
since it has, Dixon voters must once more register 
-their op inions on the subject at the p olls, and we 
believe the large majority of the voters are in favor 
of keep ing Dixon dry. 
We believe that Dixon is 
better dry than wet, and that business conditions 
as well as moral and home conditions have imp roved 
since the saloons were voted out, and that it would 
be a serious set-back and a grave mistake for Dixon 
to revert to the wet column. 
The Evening Telegrap h’s stand on this issue was 
exp lained in an editorial p ublished in January, last 
year. We rep roduce it below: 


“ Keeping Dix o n Dry ” 
(Editorial p ublished in Dixon Evening Telegrap h, Thursday, Janu­ 
ary 25, 19 17 .) 


News disp atches state that Rep resentative 
George Carp enter of Amboy, rep resenting this 
district at Sp ringfield, has introduced a bill for­ 
bidding the sale of intoxicants within four miles 
of the state ep ilep tic colony, near Dixon. 
If 
this bill is made a lawr Dixon will be dry for good, 
for Dixon comes within the four mile limit. 
The Evening Telegrap h wishes to go on rec­ 
ord as being in favor of the p assage of this law. 
In times gone by Dixon has been torn and 
buffeted by many a “wet and dry” storm. The 
citizens have been about equally divided on the 
question and elections have gone one way and 
then another. But The Telegrap h believes that 
time is p ast. 
We believe that the p eop le of 
Dixon will never vote wet again. We believe 
that the city of Dixon is better off dry, and that 
a state law which would make the city dry for 
all time, with no p ossibility of a change, would 
be a good thing for the unity and harmony of the 
various factions among our citizenship . 
The 
Telegrap h has made an honest endeavor to be 
broad and liberal and fair to all in its p ositions 
on this subject in the p ast. Our reasons for tak­ 
ing the p resent view of the situation is that we 
believe a state law making Dixon dry, with no 
chance of future internal strife over this vital 
subject, would settle the argument and would 
only be taking in advance a step that is absolute­ 
ly certain to come within a few years. There can 
be no advantage for those who favor the “wet” 
side in keep ing up a futile struggle against a de­ 
feat that is as sure as fate. Let the thought and 
energy of Dixon be turned to issues of greater 
merit. 
Dixon dry is a better city than Dixon wet. 
It will be a still better city when the sale of 
liquor under any guise, semi-legal or otherwise, 
is done away with. There is a sort of logic in the 
p lea of p ersonal liberty. Drinking as it is done 
by some is harmless, to anyone but themselves, 
at least, but where liquor is available temp erance 
is abused and the misery and suffering that is 
caused by drink is too great a p rice for any com­ 
munity to p ay for the “p ersonal liberty” of those 
it does not harm. The subject of temp erance is 
one of the oldest in the world. Its arguments 
are as old as the stars and as unap p roachable. 
Many honest men have differed on this subject, 
but we believe that the p ast few years have seen 
a change of mind in most of them. 
The Telegrap h congratulates Rep resenta­ 
tive Carp enter on the introduction of this bill 
and calls up on the other rep resentatives at 
Sp ringfield from this district to sup p ort it. 


Other Ex pressio ns 
On November 20, 19 16 , The Evening Telegrap h 
said, editorially: 
That p rohibition does not always p rohibit 
will be admitted by the “drys” as readily as by 
% the “wets,” but that p rohibition as we see it in 
op eration is a long step in advance along the 
way toward actual p rohibition is claimed and 
with much pro o f to sup p ort it. 
On November 25, 19 16 , the editorial column of 
The Telegrap h quoted Federal Judge Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis in some very p ointed remarks on 
p rohibition. 
On DecemberJL2,19 16 , we p ublished an editorial 
endorsing nation-wide p rohibition. 
On numerous 
other occasions we have taken the same stand. 
The Telegrap h has not changed its op inion on 
the wet and dry question.

Addressed Super­ 
v iso rs 


AN INSPIRING ADDRESS 


Mrs. S. M. Gantz went to Rockford 
today to visit her daughter. 


At this morning’s session of the 
Board of Sup ervisors, Field Secretary 
McMullen of the American Red Cross 
addressed the members on the need 
of thorough co-op eration among all 
of the p eop le of this country. His talk 
was one of the most insp iring p atri­ 
otic addresses heard 
in Dixon 
in 
many days, and the members of the 
board exp ressed their regret that ev­ 
ery citizen of Lee county could 
not 
have heard it. 
Mr. McMullen urged the sup ervis­ 
ors to return to their homes and be­ 
come real, earnest, enthusiastic lead­ 
ers in the movement of co-oj>eration. 
He p leaded that the p eop le of Ameri­ 
ca never let it be said that they hesi­ 
tated when their boys were bleeding 
and dying in battle, 
and that 
the 
boys “over there,” 
wounded 
and 
maimed, should know 
at all times 
that the p eop le of their native 
land 
were solidly behind 
them in doing 
their p art. 
“There will be no need,” said he, 
‘of our calling those ‘slacker' 
who,; 
when the boys— some of them minus j 
an eye, an arm or a leg— return are 
met by those who have not done their 
p art. Their conscience will do all that. 
But surely you and I want to 
meet 
those boys and know 
that in 
the 
midst of the chaos we had not hesi­ 
tated.” 
Mr. McMullen concluded his short 
address by quoting from Kip line: 
a 
short verse which embodies all of the 
p lea he had made for co-op eration: 
"It ain’t the guns nor armament, nor 
funds that they ran p ay, 
But the close co-op eration that makes 
them win the day. 
It ain’t the individual, nor the army 
as a whole 
But the everlastin’ teamw'ork of ev­ 
ery bloomin' soul.”

Petrograd is being evacu­ 
ated by the Bolsheviki gov­ 
ernment. Moscow, the an­ 
cient cap ital, is going to be­ 
come the seat of the Russian 
government 
while Petro­ 
grad is to be made a free 
p ost. The p op ulation of Pet­ 
rograd is quitting hurriedly 
and its government dep art­ 
ments are being removed 
further inland away from 
the German invaders. 


The Bolsheviki council in 
Moscow and the p eop le are 
said to be more op p osed to 
the Germans and a sep arate 
p eace than those in Petro­ 
grad. Consideration of the 
p eace treaty in the congress 
which is to meet at Moscow 
next Week p robably will 
cause the downfall of Lenine 
and Trosky if they do not re­ 
sign beforehand. 


Perhap s 
Germany 
has 
been p laying into the hands 
of the allies and the Russian 
congress by p ermitting a 
resp ite before the treaty 
should be confirmed. 
Peo­ 
p le from Petrograd intimate 
that the congress and allied 
organizations will use the in­ 
tervening days in recruiting 
an army and p rep aring for 
the defense against the Ger­ 
mans. 
On the battle fronts in 
France and Italy there has 
been little activity excep t on 
the p art of the artillery. 
There have been no further 
details of the American re­ 
p orts of an enemy attack on 
Lorraine.

IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL TO R DEAD SAILORS OF 


EUROPEAN FLEET—BODIES SHIPPED TO AMERICA 


Bace American Flotilla In British 
Waters, Mar., 6 .— The bodies of four 
American naval men who have died 
over here have just been 
ship p ed 
back home on board a United States 
naval sup p ly ship . 
A brief fuueral 
service, the first of its kind to be held 
here, took p lace on the quarter deck 
of the sup p ly ship when the bodies, 
in sealed leaden caskets were 
re­ 
ceived on board. The ship had jus t( 
finished unloading American sup p lies! 
at a dock so that several hundred 
townsp eop le were able to witness the 
funeral service from p oints of van-: 
tage ashore. 
All flags on the American and Bri-t 
tish men-of-war 
were 
half-masted! 
during tiie service which was con-j 
ducted by the chap lain of the Ameri-; 
can flotilla flagship . The coffins were 
p laced in the center of the deck and, 
each was covered with “ Old Glory’’ 
while group ed about were several 
bluejackets. The reading of the fun-; 
eral services over, the hand from the 
flagship p layed “ Nearer My God to 
Thee.” 
Then the coffins were low-; 
ered into the ship s hold. All the time 
the service was in p rogress the civil-; 
ian 
onlookers 
stood 
with 
bared 
heads. 
One of the bodies was that of Dud-j 


ley W. Queen, surgeon on one of the 
destroyers, who came to the navy 
from Texas and whose death is the 
first from disease since the arrival 
of the American forces over here.

Why Not Let Japan Do It? 


gOMETHING has to be done about Siberia. 
There are hundreds of {don’t it do business in its own name? 
millions of dollars’ worth of war materials and miscellaneous merchan­ 
dise, the property of the allies or of American citizens, piled up at Vladi 
vostok and stored along the eastern reaches of the Trans-Siberian railway 
Those supplies must be prevented from falling Into German hands. 
Such a misfortune would mark merely the beginning of an ambitious 
German plan of conquest looking to the extension of German commercial 
and political influence all the way from Berlin across the east Eurasian 
continent to the Pacific ocean.

New Food Program 


*PHE food administration announces a readjustment of the program be­ 
tween meat and bread, say s the Rockford Iiegister-Gazette. 
The elimi­ 
nation of meat one day a week and for one meal a day in addition, supple 
mented by a porkless Saturday , has worked effectually . 
It has been in 
force the greater part of a y ear. 
Today there is need of some modification. 
AV e have been accumulating meat, both beef and pork, and stocks are still 
increasing. 
In addition to the normal movement there has been an accumu­ 
lation of pork on the hog s back. 
The storm embargo held back the ship­ 
ment of hogs and kept them growing, so that the average weight of the 
current receipts is about 16 per cent above normal. 


While meat has been accumulating, increased and Imperative needs on 
the part of our allies call for more wheat than we have been forwarding. 
The remedy for this is in the hands of our own food administration and 
in the habits of our people. 
The present order is that we at more meat 
and less bread. 
Porkless Saturday is dropped altogether. 
We are per­ 
mitted to have meat every meal of the day , although that is bad for us. 
The one meatless day , however, is to stand. 


The present order is directed first of all to saving in the consumption 
of wheat. 
Within a few weeks we shall have to cut down on the flour 
ration still further. 
It is not a bad program to accustom ourselves to that 
change gradually . 
The substitutes are nourishing and wholesome. 
Let us 
be thankful for them. 


It would help matters if she made a 
declaration of her intentions for the 
sake of quieting apprehension in Rus­ 
sia.

She offered to take charge of the 
munitions at Vladivostok and the har­ 
bor, and so much of tiie Trans-Siber­ 
ian railroad as she deemed necessary 
for her purposes as part of her con­ 
tract to safeguard allied Interests on 
her side of the world. 
If she can’t 
go to Siberia as the representative of 
a sy ndicate she is prepared to go 
there for her own protection. 
The world moves fast nowaday s. 
Japan reasons, and while the appear­ 
ance of Germany in Siberia seems like 
a distant possibility , it is no more in­ 
credible than her approach to Petro­ 
grad appeared a y ear ago.
